The face of poverty in Ed¬ 
monton is far too diverse 
to describe. 

Just pay a visit to the 
Mustard Seed Church dur¬ 
ing their evening meal 
service and you’ll see that 
poverty pays no attention 
to age, sex, creed or colour. 

Grandmothers bring 


their grandchildren; mid¬ 
dle-aged, single, Caucasian 
women wait in line; and 
young aboriginal men 
thank the volunteers pro¬ 
fusely for the food. 

That’s the face of poverty 
in Edmonton and it’s a typ¬ 
ical evening at the Mustard 
Seed. 

“People of all income lev¬ 
els are experiencing hard¬ 
ship around finances that 
they’ve never experienced 
before,” said Joanne Currie, 
spokesperson for the Unit¬ 
ed Way. “They’re seeing 
people at the food bank 


who they’ve never seen at 
the food bank before.” 

It could happen to any¬ 
one. A bump in the road, 
an illness, a loss of a job. 
Unforeseen circumstances 
happen all the time. 

“We still have a tremen¬ 
dous amount of people, in¬ 
cluding children, that are 
in poverty” Currie said. “It 


seems to be that there are 
more people needing more 
support these days.” 

Homeward Trust is an or¬ 
ganization in Edmonton 
that helps the homeless 
population. Twice a year 
they hold an event called 
Homeless Connect where 
people can meet with dif¬ 
ferent service providers.

health care More than 400 
people filled the ballroom 
at the Polish Hall in 
Edmonton yesterday to lis¬ 
ten anxiously to three pan¬ 
ellists talk about the 
future of Alberta’s health¬ 
care system. 

The meeting is part of a 
series of town hall-style 
gatherings organized by 
Friends of Medicare across 
the province. 

“The vast majority of Al¬ 
bertans want their public 
health system improved 
and the government 
seems at odds with that 
concept, “ said Friends ex¬ 
ecutive director David 
Eggen. “We want to 
remind them what the 
people’s will is.” 

Last month, Alberta 
Health Services 
announced it planned to 
transition 250 acute care 
beds from Alberta Hospital 
in Edmonton into the 
community. 

Some patients will move 
into supported independ¬ 
ent living and some will 
move into beds in other 
Edmonton hospitals.

First Nations, Metis and 
Inuit leaders are joining 
the government on a 
council to guide 
aboriginal education 
in Alberta. 

Education Minister Dave 
Hancock says aboriginal 
youth are integral members 
of society and are critical to 
the province’s future. 

He says that’s why it’s im¬ 
portant they have access to 
all educational opportuni¬ 
ties available to other Alber¬ 
tans. 

Hancock will be joined on 
the council by the ministers 
of aboriginal relations and 
advanced education, as well 
as by several grand chiefs 
and Metis leaders.

Fire destroys Wetaskiwin church 


A church in Wetaskiwin has 
been destroyed by fire. 

More than 40 firefighters 
responded to the pre-dawn 
blaze at the First United 
Church in the community, 
about 70 kilometres south¬ 
east of Edmonton. 

They spent most of their 


time trying to stop the 
flames from spreading to 
surrounding buildings. 

There are no reports of in¬ 
juries and RCMP say it’s too 
early to determine the 
cause. The damage estimate 
is about $3 million.

Drivers get 
caught with 
belts off 

safety Drivers may have 
eased off the accelerators 
on the Thanksgiving week¬ 
end, but Alberta Sheriffs 
caught more people than 
ever before sans seatbelt. 

“Despite our recent ‘ugly’ 
seatbelt campaign, people 
still didn’t buckle up,” Solic¬ 
itor General spokeswoman 
Eilish Lemieux said yester¬ 
day. “It’s the most effective 
way to reduce injury and 
death by motor vehicle.” 

Sheriffs issued 406 seat- 
belt tickets over the week¬ 
end — over four times the 
number issued during the 
previous Thanksgiving en¬ 
forcement campaign. 

Lemieux said child 
restraint infractions 
equalled three times the 
number issued in 2008. 

One Edmonton driver 
caught unbelted was also 
fined for each of the three 
children in his vehicle — 
all of whom weren’t in car 
seats. The following day he 
was pulled over again. He 
received $575 in fines. 

Treacherous weather 
may have contributed to 
the general deceleration on 
highways, Lemieux said. 
Speeding violations clocked 
in at 1,163 this year, in 
comparison to 2,798 last

Boyfriend faces 
murder charge

Chinese police arrest student, cousin in '02 crime

Police in China have 
arrested the boyfriend of 
Amanda Wei Zhao, a 21- 
year-old English-language 
student who was 
murdered seven years ago 
and whose body was dis¬ 
covered in a duffle bag 
north of Mission, B.C. 

Ang Li and his cousin 
Han Zhang were taken in¬ 
to the custody of Chinese 
police this summer and are 
awaiting trial for the mur¬ 
der, Jenny Kwan, NDP MLA 
for Vancouver-Mount 
Pleasant said yesterday. 

Neither is expected to be 
extradited to Canada and 
Li will not face the death 
penalty if he is convicted, 
she added. 

“Nothing will bring 
Amanda Zhao back for the 
family, their only daugh¬ 
ter,” said Kwan, who was 
informed of the arrests by 
Zhao’s family on Oct. 3. 

“I am happy for the fami¬ 
ly that that is finally — I 
hope — some closure for 
them. Their day in court is 
very important.”

Zhao came to Vancouver 
to study English and 
shared a Burnaby apart¬ 
ment with her boyfriend 
and his cousin. She disap¬ 
peared on Oct. 9, 2002.

U.S. denies weapon linked to Iran 


bunker-buster The Penta¬ 
gon is speeding up delivery 
of a colossal bomb de¬ 
signed to destroy hidden 
weapons bunkers buried 
underground and shielded 
by more than 4.5 tonnes of 
reinforced concrete. 

Call it Plan B for dealing 
with Iran, which recently 
revealed a long-suspected 
nuclear site deep inside a 
mountain near the holy city 
of Qom. 

The 13.6-tonne behemoth 

— called the “massive ord¬ 
nance penetrator,” or MOP 

— will be the largest non¬ 
nuclear bomb in the U.S. ar¬ 
senal and carry 2,400 kilo¬ 
grams of explosives. The 
bomb is about 10 times 
more powerful than the 
weapon it is designed to re-

place. 

Pentagon officials ac¬ 
knowledge that the new 
bomb is intended to blow 
up fortified sites like those 
used by Iran and North Ko¬ 
rea for their nuclear pro¬ 
grams, but they deny there 
is a specific target in mind. 

“I don’t think anybody 
can divine potential tar¬ 
gets,” Pentagon press secre¬ 


tary Geoff Morrell said. 

“This is just a capability 
that we think is necessary 
given the world we live in.” 

The Obama administra¬ 
tion has struggled to count¬ 
er suspicions lingering from 
George W. Bush’s presiden¬ 
cy that the U.S. is either 
planning to bomb Iranian 
nuclear facilities itself or 
would look the other way if 
Israel did the same. 

The administration has 
been careful not to take 
military action off the table 
even as it reached out to 
Iran with historic talks ear¬ 
lier this month. Tougher 
sanctions are the immedi¬ 
ate backup if diplomacy 
fails to stop what the West 
fears is a drive for a nuclear 
weapon, the associated press 


Unsafe abortions 
rampant: Report 

deaths While contracep¬ 
tive use is increasing world¬ 
wide — helping fuel a drop 
in the number of abortions 
— unintended pregnancies 
and deaths from unsafe 
abortions remain rampant 
in developing nations, a re¬ 
search institute reported 
yesterday in a major global 
survey. 

The report, three years in 
the making, was compiled 
by the New York-based 
Guttmacher Institute, 
which supports abortion 
rights and is a leading 
source of data on abortion- 
related trends. 

Researchers examined 
data from individual coun¬ 
tries and multinational or¬ 
ganizations, Sub-Saharan 
Africa had by far the lowest 
rates of contraceptive use 
and the highest rates of un¬ 
safe abortions and 
unintended pregnancies.

HEALTH CARE U.S. President 
Barack Obama's vow to reform 
the U.S. health-care system 
cleared a key hurdle yesterday.

Senate finance committee vot¬ 
ed 14-9 to approve the legisla¬ 
tion, setting up a historic 
debate and moving an 


overhaul closer to reality than 
it has been for decades.

Netherlands-registered 
company Trafigura ob¬ 
tained an injunction stop¬ 
ping The Guardian news¬ 
paper from reporting ques¬ 
tions lawmaker Paul Far- 
relly had asked in Parlia¬ 
ment. 

Bloggers and users of so¬ 
cial networking site Twit¬ 
ter began discussing the 


case. British law firm 
Carter-Ruclc agreed yester¬ 
day that The Guardian 
could publish details of 
Farrelly’s questions. 

Several thousand people 
sought medical treatment 
after waste from a tanker 
chartered by Trafigura Be- 
heer BV was offloaded at 
sites around Abidjan in Au¬ 
gust 2006. Carter-Ruclc and 
Trafigura did not com¬ 
ment.

It was one of numerous 
trade and militaiy 
agreements signed during a 
state visit by Prime Minis¬ 
ter Vladimir Putin as the 
countries overcome tradi¬ 
tional mistrust to push 
ahead mutual economic in¬ 
terests. Even so, there has 
been a growing imbalance 
in their ties, with Russia’s 
economy lagging behind its 
booming neighbour. 

The deal between 
Russia’s state-run natural 
gas monopoly Gazprom 
and China National Petrole¬ 
um Corp. calls for the sup¬ 
ply of about 2.4 trillion cu¬ 
bic feet of gas a year, but a 
price had not been set and 
no contract signed, said 
Gazprom’s chief executive 
Alexei Miller. 

Chinese media reports 
have said the agreement 
was expected to be a gas- 
for-loans deal similar to a 
$25-billion US oil-for-loans 
deal completed earlier this 
year. 

Russia’s cash-strapped 
energy companies need 
Chinese funding, while Bei¬ 
jing has welcomed the 
chance to further diversify 
sources of energy needed to 
fuel its fast-growing econo¬ 
my. The global economic 
crisis and changing market 
conditions have further 
spurred co-operation as 
lower demand from Europe 
has pushed Russia to diver¬ 
sify markets for its oil and

“I’m not in any kind of 
denial that we have a very 
high steep uphill challenge 
in front of us,” noted Hum¬ 
mer CEO, James Taylor, in 
an Associated Press inter¬ 
view, soon after the trans¬ 
fer papers had been signed 
last Friday. 

He added that Hummer 
has been unfairly tagged as 
the symbol of the Ameri¬ 
can gas guzzler, saying oth¬ 
ers are just as bad or 
worse. 

He also noted that mis¬ 
information has made the 


brand “stand alone as the 
ultimate bad guy in that 
space,” something he says 
is quite far from reality. 

I hear your pain brother, 
but maybe you shouldn’t 
try to shake off that urban 
legend just yet. 

Hummer is one of the 
most iconic nameplates to 
emerge in the last three or 
four decades. 

Sure, you couldn’t 
think of a worse vehicle 
line to re-malce as some 
kind of environmentally 
friendly brand. But that’s 
precisely what makes the 
possible re-invention so 
intriguing. 

I think Hummer will, 
and should, always keep 
some hard-core vehicles in 
its lineup. 

But what if it managed 
to pull off a small brute 
that got better mileage 
than the Chevy Volt? 
Should that happen, the 
hills would be alive with 
sound of irony. 

You have the spotlight, 
Mr. Hummer. Let’s see 
what you got.

Some employers are trying to recruit young talent, insisting age 
is not a barrier in their careers.

With an aging workforce 
and a group of young, 
hungry employees ready 
to fill their shoes, what’s 
an employer to do? 

Depending on who you 
ask, you may get a differ¬ 
ent answer. Some business¬ 
es, like RSM Richter, one of 
Canada’s largest independ¬ 
ent accounting and busi¬ 
ness advisory firms, are 
trying to recruit younger 
workers by reassuring 
them age is not a barrier to 
career progression. 

“People want to work in 
a place where they can es¬ 
tablish themselves,” says 
Robert Kofman, 42, co¬ 
managing partner of RSM 
Richter in Toronto. “If you 
don’t promote good peo¬ 
ple, they move on.” 

A recent Angus Reid sur¬ 
vey conducted by RSM 
Richter indicated that 70 
per cent of 18 to 25-year- 
old Canadians are con¬ 
cerned about losing leader¬ 
ship opportunities to older 
workers delaying retire¬ 
ment. 

For Kofman, who has 
climbed the ranks relative¬ 
ly rapidly, it’s important to 
retain young talent by pro¬ 
moting them accordingly. 
Combining their ambition 
with the experience of old¬ 
er employees has helped 
grow the business. 

He says there is room for 
everybody, and that the 
company has done a great 
job at identifying its high 
achievers early. 

“It’s not a scenario 
where you turn 55 and 
you’re out,” he says. “Peo¬ 
ple are still contributing.” 

A recent survey by the 
Pew Research Group pre¬ 


dicted that 25 per cent of 
American workers will be 
55 or older by 2016, up 
from nearly 19 per cent to¬ 
day. An older work force is 
going to be a fact of corpo¬ 
rate life, and in order to re¬ 
tain important intellectual 
capital and avoid age-dis¬ 
crimination lawsuits, com¬ 
panies need to figure out 
how to change office life to 
accommodate silver-haired 
employees, said Lance Per¬ 
ry, a senior risk engineer 
for insurance company 
Zurich Financial Services 


in Fort Worth, Texas. 

Perry has been analyzing 
the science of beneficial 
workplace design for more 
than 25 years and recently 
helped write a report on 
how to best accommodate 
and retain aging employ¬ 
ees. 

One of the areas the re¬ 
port explored was the im¬ 
portance of passing on cor¬ 
porate knowledge from 
one generation to the next. 

It’s mentorship pro¬ 
grams like this that help 
the vision and ideas of 
young leaders become real, 
workable policies: A com¬ 
ponent quite valuable to 
the success at RSM Richter. 

Kofman says the older 
workers can use their ex¬ 
perience to work with 
younger ones to imple¬ 
ment successful initiatives. 

“It’s helpful to have vi¬ 
sion (from the younger 
workers), he says, “and ex¬ 
perience (from older work¬ 
ers) brings in reality.”

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Construction 
sees boost

Following a grim year that 
saw the Alberta advantage 
ebb, new employment sta¬ 
tistics suggest there’s some 
light at the end of the tun¬ 
nel. 

For the first time since 
December 2008, Alberta’s 
seasonal unemployment 
rate fell in September, 
dropping 0.3 per cent to 7.1 
per cent, the third lowest 
in the country behind 
Saskatchewan and Manito¬ 
ba. 

While it’s a far ciy from 
the scant 3.8 per cent 
unemployment figures 
that marked the province’s 
unmatched prosperity only 
a year ago, officials believe 
all signs point to a turn 
around on the horizon. 

“We think it’s a good 
sign on the whole, and 
while we know that one 
month’s numbers don’t 
make a trend, it’s still great 
that they’re going in the 
right direction,” said Terry 
Jorden, a spokesman for Al¬ 
berta Employment and Im¬ 
migration. 

The primary boost has 
been in the construction 
industry with the number 
of workers spiking by 
17,400 as provincial and 
federal infrastructure dol¬ 
lars continue to flow. 

Jorden said the next two 
sectors seeing a boost in 
employment numbers are 
educational services, likely 
buoyed by an influx of 
workers looking to retrain, 
followed by health care 
and social services, employ¬ 
ing an additional 7,400 and 
4,700 people respectively. 

All in all, Alberta’s labour 
force grew by 14,700 full¬ 
time workers and 11,700 
part-time workers in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Between Calgaiy and Ed¬ 
monton, the capital city’s 
unemployment rate is still 
higher at 7.4 per cent com¬ 
pared to Calgary’s 6.9 per 
cent, but both are among 
the highest performing 
municipal centres in Cana¬ 
da. 

“We’ve seen about 5,000 
people move to Alberta in 
the last three months so 
we’re still attracting people 
and seeing more coming 
than going,” said Jorden. 

“We have an economy 
that’s still growing and 
we’re in a good position to 
see more jobs available in 
the near fiiture.” 


Demand high for apprentices

It’s no trade secret that Al¬ 
berta relies heavily on its 
trades. 

Even though it employs 
only 10 per cent of Cana¬ 
da’s workforce, the west¬ 
ern province still trains 
more than 20 per cent of 
the nation’s apprentices to 
do everything from brick¬ 
laying to welding. 

And even after a year of 
slowing markets and em¬ 
ployment, there’s still 
plenty of demand for ap¬ 
prentices to keep the al¬ 
ways busy trades sector 
moving, says Allia Sabir, a 
spokeswoman for Alberta 
Advanced Education and 
Technology. 

“The trades play an im¬ 
portant role in the Alberta 
economy and will always 


be a driving force,” she 
said. 

While statistics from 
2009 aren’t available, with 
the latest batch of appren¬ 
tices joining the workforce 
in September, Alberta has 
seen an impressive rise in 
its ranks over the years, 
with registrations increas¬ 
ing by 43 per cent since 


2000 and by 98 per cent 
since 1995. 

In 2008, there were 
more than 70,000 regis¬ 
tered apprentices toiling in 
the province in 50 desig¬ 
nated trades and nine des¬ 
ignated occupations. 

Of those, more than 
22,000 new apprentices 
registered last year with 


some 9,000 receiving jour¬ 
neyman certification in 
their trade after serving 
time as an apprentice. 

Becoming an apprentice 
is a combination of educa¬ 
tion and on-the-job train¬ 
ing, said Sabir. 

Once an applicant has 
determined a field to pur¬ 
sue, he or she must then 
find an employer willing 
to sponsor them as an ap¬ 
prentice. 

The prospective employ¬ 
ee will spend 80 per cent of 
the time working in the 
field and another 20 per 
cent training, usually in a 
technical institute or 
trades school, until all the 
criteria to become a jour¬ 
neyman are met. 

“They can take the train¬ 
ing at any time, but they 
have to complete it before 
they become officially cer¬ 
tified,” Sabir said. 


“The onus is on the ap¬ 
prentice to complete every¬ 
thing, but it’s a great oppor¬ 
tunity to make some mon¬ 
ey while learning a trade.” 

And there are plenty of 
opportunities, with some 
1,500 technical training 
classes offered province¬ 
wide. 

Sabir noted the most 
popular trades continue to 
be in automotive, heavy 
equipment and welding, 
but opportunities abound 
in other disciplines. 

She added there is even 
more interest in trades in 
Alberta following the Sep¬ 
tember showcase of the 
World Skills Competition 
in Calgary, which put Al¬ 
berta on the map as a 
trade-focused centre of ex¬ 
cellence.

Training helps develop skills

With the recession and lay¬ 
offs affecting thousands of 
jobs, people are looking at 
ways to broaden their abili¬ 
ties and knowledge in the 
workplace. 

One way is to get extra 
training is through profes¬ 
sional development pro¬ 
grams, which are meant to 
help develop existing work 
skills or foster new ones. 

Deanna Fitzmaurice, as¬ 
sistant principal for Metro 
Continuing Education, said 
that with these tougher 
economic times, they’re 
seeing more people com¬ 
ing back to expand their 
job knowledge or look at 
new potential occupations. 

“We’re in a recession, so 
people are coming back to 
upgrade their skills be¬ 
cause they have to find a 
job,” she said. “They’re ac¬ 
tually looking at real-life 
training.” 

Fitzmaurice said some of 
the most popular ones be¬ 
ing taken are supervisor 
courses, which give people 
a chance to either learn 
the skills necessary for a 
promotion, or to help 
hone skills they’re expect¬ 
ed to use already. 

“In order to work well 
with the people around us 
as a team player, we need 
to have all that informa¬ 
tion at our fingertips,” said 
Fitzmaurice. “The work¬ 


place changes all the time. 
Business ideas shift and 
change.” 

Fitzmaurice said all the 
professional development 
courses offered range from 
six to 12 hours in total 
length, and students range 
in age from 18 to 65. 

She said one important 
aspect of the courses was 
the lack of any marks, and 
that people came strictly 
for what they were learn¬ 
ing without the stress of 
exams. “These are knowl¬ 
edge-based (courses),” Fitz¬ 
maurice said. 

Julianna Cantwell, presi¬ 
dent of JUNA Consulting 
Inc., has been teaching 
professional development 
courses for 13 years and 
said these sort of programs 
are the ones that help peo¬ 
ple deal with an increasing 
work load. 

“What’s happening in a 
lot of companies is that 
there’s been downsizing,” 
said Cantwell. “The people 
that are left are saddled 
with extra responsibilities.” 

Cantwell said the oppor¬ 
tunities that come from 
these courses are not only 
for expanding skills, but for 
learning new ones that can 
lead to new employment. 

“The ones that are unfor¬ 
tunate or let go, many of 
them are looking at invest¬ 
ing into further educa¬ 
tion,” said Cantwell. “The 
ones that are thinking 
ahead are saying, ‘This is a 
great chance.’”

Low-cost carriers tweet clients 

Technology can get complaints resolved more quickly 


A Seattle woman tweets 
from an airport that 
JetBlue’s birthday present 
to her was forgetting to 
put her wheelchair on her 
flight. Seven minutes later, 
an airline official tweets 
back that the crew will 
work quickly to make 
things right. 

On a Facebook page used 
by Delta Air lines, a trav¬ 
eller suggests Delta wrap its 
Wi-Fi fee into its ticket price 
rather than charge sepa¬ 
rately. The airline doesn’t 
respond. The page mainly 
promotes the airline, talks 
up new services and offers 
travellers tips on popular 
things to do in the cities 
Delta flies to, like Las Vegas. 

Discount airlines have 
traditionally outflanked the 
big network carriers in cus¬ 
tomer service and low fares, 


and it appears they’re ex¬ 
tending their advantage to 
social media. The discoun¬ 
ters often respond with 
quick feedback to travellers’ 
concerns on social network¬ 
ing sites, while traditional 
network carriers peddle 
last-minute fare deals but 
seem slow to embrace Twit¬ 
ter and Facebook to beef up 
customer service. 

Customers crave good 
service and reward airlines 
that provide it. That’s a tan¬ 
talizing incentive for air¬ 
lines to transform customer 
service from the dull tele¬ 
phone and email route into 
the online networking 
channel — where every cus¬ 
tomer can speak his mind 
to the masses — at a time 
when the weak economy 
has caused their revenue to 
plummet.

The Internet has opened 
the door to millions of peo¬ 
ple to beam their views 
across the planet on every¬ 
thing from the quality of 
airplane food to how long 
they waited on the tarmac 
to take off. This presents a 
conundrum for some air¬ 
lines. It takes manpower to 
troll social networking sites 
that are updated around the 
clock. JetBlue has 10 people 
involved with social net¬ 
working; Southwest Air¬ 
lines has seven. 

But the big carriers, with 
their higher costs, have 
faced budget cuts and staff 


reductions. So, network 
carriers like American Air¬ 
lines, Delta and Continental 
Airlines focus on merchan¬ 
dising, promotions, general 
information and other is¬ 
sues while taking baby 
steps in responding to com¬ 
plaints on social network¬ 
ing sites. 

“I think we all believe 
there’s gold in these hills.

“The autopsy carried out 
this morning showed there 
were no signs of violence 
to the body,” the statement 
continued, adding that 
Gately’s remains could 
now be flown home. 

Gately was found dead 
on Saturday in a house 
near Port d’Andratx, on the 
western tip of Mallorca. 

The singer had gone to 
Mallorca with his partner, 
Andrew Cowles. The two 
were wed in a civil union 
in 2006. 

The court said tissue 
samples from Gately’s 
body would be sent to a 
laboratory in Barcelona 
for further analysis.

Kids' books come to life 

Where The Wild Things Are is the latest big screen adaptation

Spike Jonze’s cinematic 
adaptation of Maurice 
Sendak's classic Where The 
Wild Things Are is only a 
few days away from hitting 
screens and the advanced 
word is surprisingly good. 

While many adaptations 
of children’s books merely 
take advantage of the mar¬ 
keting possibilities of rec¬ 
ognizable stories and char¬ 
acters, this film actually ex¬ 
amines some of the themes 
and ideas found in the orig¬ 
inal text, making it one of 
the few films to accurately 
capture these aspects of 
children’s literature. 

“Good children’s litera¬ 
ture has at its heart some¬ 
thing that is essential and 
true to childhood experi¬ 
ence,” says Dr. Deirdre Bak¬ 
er who teaches the subject 
at the University of Toron¬ 
to. “It conveys much more 
between the lines than it 
does on the surface or in 
the plot.” 

Film adaptations rarely 
feature this aspect of the 
source material. Very little 
is left open to interpreta¬ 
tion and subtext is usually

replaced by crude gags and 
pop culture references (as 
in the glossy adaptations of 
Dr. Seuss’ beloved The Cat 
In The Hat and The 
Grinch). 

Why is this the case? 
Baker suggests that “watch¬ 
ing a film is being taken for 
a ride while reading text is 
playing out your own ride.” 
Perhaps the passive experi¬ 
ence of watching a movie 
makes it difficult for film¬ 
makers to convey the sub¬ 
tleties of the original text 
to their audience. The oth¬ 
er key factor is the com¬ 


mercial angle that Holly¬ 
wood filmmakers are 
forced to take on the mate¬ 
rial. 

As Dr. Heather Evans — 
a children’s literature pro¬ 
fessor at Queen’s Universi¬ 
ty — observes, “Films for 
children are produced and 
marketed by adults, and 
are designed to appeal to 
an adult’s perception of a 
child’s tastes or needs.” It’s 
an important point since 
children’s films are often 
created to sell stuffed toys 
and Happy Meals. 

Of course, that doesn’t 




mean it’s impossible to 
create an intelligent movie 
based on children’s litera¬ 
ture: It’s just difficult given 
the differences between 
the two mediums. A film 
like The Princess Bride was 
able to capture all the nu¬ 
ances of the original book, 
while still playing as a 
movie (perhaps because 
the screenplay was written 
by the novel’s author 
William Goldman). 

Impressive adaptations 
like this certainly can be 


made, they just require 
filmmakers who respect 
both the source material 
and the intelligence of 
their young audience. 

This combination is sad¬ 
ly rare, but fortunately it 
looks as if Jonze managed 
to achieve it with Where 
The Wild Things Are by 
making the material his 
own. Author Maurice 
Sendak specifically chose 
the director of Being John 
Mallcovich to bring his 
work to the screen, and it 
seems as though his faith 
has been richly rewarded.

Banjo play no laughing matter 

Steve Martin hits the road with album of original work for the five-string instrument 



Scruggs in 2001 that the 
bug bit.

Add lamb 
chops. Cook, uncovered, 7- 
10 minutes per side or un¬ 
til meat reaches desired 
doneness (for medium- 
rare, meat thermometer 
should read 145 F/63 C;

done, 170 F/77 C). Serve 
with raspberry sauce.
